For  almost  fifty  years  the  Annual  Bibliography  has  been  an  essential 
instrument  of  work  for  scholars.  The  enviable  international  reputa¬ 
tion  which  it  has  achieved  has  rested  essentially  upon  its  accuracy, 
its  completeness  and  the  regularity  of  its  publication,  and  these 
qualities  in  their  turn  have  depended  greatly  upon  the  skill  and 
assiduity  of  a  succession  of  General  Editors. 

As  Secretary  and  Chairman  of  the  Modern  Humanities  Research 
Association  for  the  last  twenty  three  years  it  has  been  my  privilege  to 
know  intimately  the  General  Editors  of  these  years.  I  have  been 
cognisant  of  the  daunting  problems  they  have  had  to  face,  on 
occasion  in  their  private  lives,  but  constantly  in  their  efforts  to 
catch  up,  by  the  accelerated  and  sometimes  simultaneous  prepara¬ 
tion  of  the  annual  volumes,  with  the  accumulated  arrears  of  the 
war  and  immediate  post-war  period. 

In  this  latter  context  I  have  previously  paid  tribute  to  the  work  of 
Angus  Macdonald  and  Henry  Pettit.  With  them  I  now  associate 
Miss  Marjory  Rigby,  of  the  University  of  Birmingham.  When  she 
assumed  in  1958  the  appointment  of  co-Editor,  and  in  i960  that  of 
General  Editor,  the  volumes  were  still  in  arrears.  She  faced  her 
formidable  task  with  courage  and  energy,  applying  to  it  her  own 
personal  qualities  of  tenacity,  enthusiasm  and  determination.  These 
qualities  of  themselves  would  have  been  sufficient  to  solve  the 
immediate  problem  of  bringing  back  the  Annual  Bibliography  to  the 
planned  time-table,  but  they  would  not  necessarily  have  ensured 
the  quality  of  the  volumes.  That  the  already  high  standards  of  the 
Annual  Bibliography  have  been  maintained  and,  indeed,  improved 
over  the  last  ten  years  is  due  in  large  measure  to  Miss  Rigby’s 
thoroughness  and  sense  of  dedication,  to  her  passion  for  accuracy 
and  to  the  unfailing  good  humour  with  which  she  has  inspired  her 
wide-flung  team. 

As  she  looks  back,  Marjory  Rigby,  with  characteristic  modesty, 
will  no  doubt  consider  that  she  merely  did  a  job  of  work  to  the  best 
of  her  ability.  May  I  say  simply  that  she  has  been  an  Editor  in  the 
great  tradition.  As  she  retires  from  her  appointment  she  will  take 
with  her  no  material  reward;  she  will  know  all  too  well  that  the 
scholarly  world  is  not  always  sufficiently  generous  in  its  appreciation 
of  those  who  labour  on  behalf  of  others.  In  expressing  to  her  the 
grateful  and  affectionate  thanks  of  the  Modern  Humanities  Research 
Association  for  her  outstanding  contribution,  I  hope  she  will  feel, 
in  her  quiet  and  modest  way,  that  she  has  justly  earned  the  grati¬ 
tude  and  esteem  of  countless  scholars  throughout  the  world.

For  the  first  time  since  Volume  xxxii  (1955-6)  appeared  in  1961, 
the  name  of  Charles  Nilon,  of  the  University  of  Colorado,  is  missing 
from  the  title-page  of  the  Annual  Bibliography.  General  Editor  of 
that  volume,  and  co-Editor  with  Miss  Marjory  Rigby  of  Volume 
xxxiii  (1957-8)  and  xxxiv  (1959),  Professor  Nilon  continued  to 
act  as  American  Editor  to  Miss  Rigby  for  the  next  four  volumes 
and,  after  the  appointment  of  Professor  James  Misenheimer,  in  an 
advisory  capacity  for  the  following  three. 

Professor  Nilon’s  departure  marks  the  formal  end  of  a  long 
editorial  association  of  the  Annual  Bibliography  with  the  University 
of  Colorado.  This  association  began  in  1952  when  Professor  Henry 
Pettit  succeeded  long-serving  Professor  Leslie  Broughton  as 
American  Editor  and  so  embarked  on  a  fruitful  partnership  with 
Angus  Macdonald  which,  with  the  simultaneous  production  of 
volumes  on  both  sides  of  the  Atlantic,  resulted  in  the  publication, 
between  1952  and  1958,  of  eight  volumes,  including  one  double 
and  one  triple  volume,  and  thereby  significantly  cut  down  the 
accumulated  arrears  of  the  war  years.  Progress  was  further  advanced 
by  two  more  double  volumes  xxxi  and  xxxii,  both  produced  at  the 
University  of  Colorado,  the  first  under  the  editorship  of  Professor 
Lewis  Sawin  and  the  second,  as  indicated  above,  under  that  of 
Professor  Nilon. 

The  University  of  Colorado  did  more,  however,  than  provide  a 
succession  of  American  Editors;  it  furnished  also  at  a  crucial  time 
financial  help  and  secretarial  facilities  which  materially  aided  the 
accelerated  rate  of  publication  of  the  volumes.  From  Presidents, 
Deans,  Faculty  and  Press  came,  too,  constant  support  and 
encouragement.  In  expressing  to  Professor  Nilon  on  behalf  of  the 
Modern  Humanities  Research  Association  our  grateful  appre¬ 
ciation  of  his  own  long  service,  I  therefore  associate  with  him  in  that 
appreciation  the  University  of  which  he  is  a  member.  For  in¬ 
numerable  courtesies,  both  tangible  and  intangible,  the  Association 
and  its  members  are  deeply  and  lastingly  grateful.
